Senator (’afley, who made the sen­ 
sational charges of illegal expendi­ 
tures by state officials and corrupt 
practices In the last election, will be 
asked by the committee to present all 
bls facts first. 
It was his resolution 
which brought a!»out the investigation. 
The committee personnel includes 
representatives 
of the 
farmer-labor 
and progressive and old guard repub­ 
lican elements. 
It has authority to 
call anyone and everyone to testify. 


Minneapolis, March 5— King T u t ­ 
ankham en, who ruled Kgypt 3500 ll.

Mr. Higgins predicts 
th a t 
oth er 
evidence showing th a t Masonry was 
in existence durin g T u ta n k h a m e n ’s 
time, and even before that, will he 
revealed when the ancient Pharaoh's 
tomb is opened. 
While some authorities 
fix 
the 
founding of Masonry in

than multiplicity through analysis.

which laid the basis of monotheism 
and supplied the concept of a unique 
Creator manifested in a multiplicity 
of intelligences, which we find at the 
root of practically all ancient relig­ 
ions. 
"Every detail of 
the 
wonderful 
stru ctu re of Cosmos, wheth er Infin­ 
itely small or immeasurably great, 
the forms and dimensions of plants 
and crystals, the unseen 
lines 
of 
axial inclination, traversing plane­ 
tary space or far flung rays of light 
are all obedient to th e laws percelr 
cd by the wise long ago, so that what 
is forever old is still forever new and 
growing, not losing in force by the 
marcel of scientific progress. 
"The Euclidean theory in geome- 


Egyptians used the great Pyramid as 
the basis of one of their geometric 
theories, 
lu order to 
prove 
their 
contentions, my research shows that 
these ancient Egyptians came to the 
United States and established their 
great capital exactly opposite across 
the world from the great Pyramid.

period from March to December will 
represent the 
longest congressional 
vacation since pre-war days. 
The death of the present congress 
was marked by sharp contrasts in the 
two houses. 
In the senate there was sabbath day 
solemnity aa members kept debating 
on minor legislation almost up to the 
stroke of 12. 
The house forgot all about legisla­ 
tive matters and indulged notally in 
the farewell session which despite its 
noisiness, was not without pathos. 
There were tears In many eyes as 
'Uncle Joe" Cannon, carrying his old 
slouch hat, walken down the aisle for 
the last time amid one of the greatest 
demonstrations ever given a retiring 
member. 
Uncle Joe sang no swan song. 
The 
expression of pent-up emotion on his 
face indicated he could not if he tried. 
Old songs were sung, leaders of both 
parties said kind words about each 
other, a tribute was paid to Alice Rob­ 
ertson and Mrs. Winifred Mason Huck, 
retiring congresswomen, and then the 
final gavel fell. 
Virtually no legislation was enacted 
In either house yesterday. 
President 
Harding spent the last 45 minutes of 
the Hosston in his room off the senate, 
signing about 50 bills. 
The only im­ 
portant nomination to fall of confir­ 
mation was that of James G. McNary, 
of El Psho, to he comptroller of the 
currency. 
The president is expected 
to fill the office by a recess appoint­ 
ment.

T he increase in child delinquency has led to the introduction 
of me ny theories, having as their object th*- reduction of juvenile 
misdemeanors and violent crime'.. 
Possibly the most unreason­ 
able of these a*ks that the father be imprisoned aion* with the 
son who has committed a crime. 
Such a aureation would not 
have been made, if the person making it had taken a course in 
psychology and had been brought to see thai. while the parent haw 
a limited responsibility, the parent cannot be blamed entirely for 
the mistakes of the child. Good fathers sometimes have bad sons. 
Two or three things ought to be seriously considered when 
questions of child delinquency are under discussion. 
To a very 
great extent the boy recapitulates, or lives over, the life of the 
race, so that each developing life moves step by step through the 
racial experiences of the past, 
There are times in a boy’s life 
when he is not influenced by the life around him so much as by 
instincts that lead him to do things that are unspeakably cruel. 
Neither the home, the school, the community, nor his father are 
responsible for such tendencies. 
It must also be remembered that a boy's bias towards certain 
sins does not prove that his father sinned in the same way in his 
y,»uth. 
Heredity does not always reproduce the weaknesses of a 
father, and science has been forced to take account of thp frequent 
appearance of ancestral, but not parental, characteristics in the 
child* This reappearance of ancestral characteristics science has 
named atavism. 
Therefore, because to a cortin extent, the life of the race is 
reproduced in each growing boy, whoso natural tendency may be 
atavistic and derived from ancestors but not from the parent, 
there is no justice in punishing the parent for the mistakes of the 
child, mistakes for which the parent may lie in no way responsible. 
Society is often unkind when it points the finger of scorn at 
the father whose boy has gone wrong. 
In such a case the- father 
and mother are the greatest sufferers, and the old cry that fell 
from the lips of David often escapes them, “my son, would find I 
had died for thee." 
There is little to the argument that because employers are re­ 
sponsible for their employees and the owner of a dog for the dog, 
the parent ought to be held solely responsible for the wrong-doing 
of his child. The employer is not held responsible for the sins of 
the employee, except Insofar as these lead to harm to others while 
he is discharging the duties of' hi* employer, and the dog may br 
shot, but the irresponsible juvenile cannot be deliberately sh it be­ 
cause he is an annoyance and his father is not responsible for ab 
of his mistakes. 
Perental responsibility ought to lie stressed, but 
the child began generation back, and his parents are but a small 
part of the environing influences that affect his life in its making.

PARENTAL RESPONSIBILITY 


T h e increase in child delinquency has led to the introduction 
of m any theories, having as their object the reduction of juvenile 
misdemeanors and violent crimes. 
Possibly the most unreason­ 
able of these asks that the father he imprisoned along with the 
son who has committed a crime. 
Such a suggestion would not 
have been made, if the person m aking it had taken a course in 
psychology and had been brought, to see that, while the parent has 
a lim ited responsibility, the parent cannot be blamed entirely for 
the mistakes of the child. 
Good fathers som etim es have had sons. 
Two or three things ought to be seriously considered when 
questions of child delinquency are under discussion. 
To a very 
great extent the boy recapitulates, or lives over, the life of the 
race, so that each developing life moves step by step through the 
racial experiences of the past. 
I here are times in a b o y s life 
when he is not influenced by the life around him so much as by 
instincts that lead him to do things that are unspeakably cruel. 
N either the home, the school, the com munity, nor his father are 
responsible for such tendencies. 
It must also he remembered that a boy’s bias towards certain 
sins does not prove that his father sinned in the sam e way in his 
youth. 
Heredity does not alw ays reproduce the w eaknesses of a 
father, and science has been forced to take account o f the frequent 
appearance of ancestral, but not parental, characteristics in tile 
child. 
This reappearance of ancestral characteristics science has 
named atavism. 
. 
Therefore, because to a certin extent, the life of the race* is 
reproduced in each grow ing boy, whose natural tendency may he 
atavistic and derived from ancestors hut not from the parent, 
there is no justice in punishing the parent for the m istakes of the 
child, mistakes for which the parent may he iii no way responsible. 
Society is often unkind when it points the finger of scorn at 
the father whose boy has gone wrong. 
In such a case tho father 
and mother are the greatest sufferers, and the old cry that fell 
from the lips of David often escapes them, “ my son, would God I 
had died for thee.” 
There is little to the argument that because employers are re­ 
sponsible for their em ployees and the owner of a dog for tin1 dog, 
the parent ought to be held solely responsible for the w rong-doing 
of his child. 
The em ployer is not held responsible for the sins of 
the employee, except insofar as these lead to harm to others while 
he is discharging the duties of his employer, and the dog m ay he 
shot, but the irresponsible juvenile cannot he deliberately shot be­ 
cause he is an annoyance and his father is not responsible for all 
of his mistakes. 
Perental responsibility ought to be stressed, bul 
the child began generation back, and his parents are hut a small 
part of the environing influences that allect his life iii its making.

S e c r e ta r y o f S t a t e C h a r le s IO. H u g h e s has written a letter 
to the president, that has been sent to congress, iii which he holds 
that the United States will not agree to the use of the forces of this 
nation to compel other nations to accept tile decisions of the World 
court iii which the president w ishes the-United St ates to he repre­ 
sented. 
There are those who will reply to the secretary of sta te’s ad­ 
vice, that arbitration is useless unless there is behind the decision 
of the court sufficient force in arm ies and navies to compel the 
acceptance of its decisions. 
Such argum ents are built on the as­ 
sumption that force alone can get results iii an order that recog­ 
nizes m ilitary force as a necessity. 
But the words arbitration and 
force are in opposition. 
If force is to be the m eans o f securing 
ends, w hy arbitrate? 
If arbitration is to he tried, w hy revert lo 
fo r c e ? 
The secretary of state claims that the senate of the United 
States would not sanction the list' of force to compel nations to 
accept the terms as arbitrated. 
He shows that in the past the sen­ 
ate has consistently opposed the use ol the forces of the United 
States for such p u r p o s e s , 
This goes to show that there is a great 
amount ot idealism in this country, even despite the m any unideal- 
istic things that som etim es come to the surface. 
America is to lie congratulated upon such a stand against the 
use of armed force to compel the acceptance by others of decisions 
against which they revolt. 
As noon as the use of force for this 
purpose is sanctioned, an appeal to force may he in order at any 
time, and military action will be raised lo a place, by the United 
States, that ii has not held in the past. 
And despite a1] statem ents 
to the effect that the United States is remiss in her duty to tho 
world because she will not play her part in its affairs bv offering 
her armed strength to enforce the will of certain nations upon 
other nations; the idealism of this country, that consistently re­ 
fuses to sanction the use of such force, holds more of promise for 
the I utuic of the woi Id than ani application of force at present 
wrouid secure. 
AVnen the use ol force by nations is no longer sanctioned by 
the peoples of the nations, any nation that dares to show fight 
will be af once outlawed. 
Of course, if such a nation attacked, the 
attack would have to be met by tile combined strength of the na­ 
tions of the world, and the attacking nation would soon he de­ 
feated. 
But there is not much promise in arbitration, that works 
on the assumption that it must fail ti) win the approval of those 
whose disputes are arbitrated, and must have behind it armed 
fo ice s leady to strike. 
Arbitrate and, if necessary, tight, is not 
much ahead of arbitrate or fight. 
America says,’ arbitrate and 
forget the fighting.
